DEFINITIONS  OF  A  WORKSHOP  FOR  PURPOSES  OF  THIS  REPORT :  A  sheltered  workshop  is 
a  work-oriented  rehabilitation  facility  with  controlled  working  environment  and 
individualized  vocational  goals,  which  utilizes  work  experience  and  related 
services  for  assisting  the  handicapped  persons  to  progress  toward  normal  living 
and  a  productive  vocational  status.  The  workshop  may  serve  one  or  more  of  these 
functions : 

(1)  Development  of  employability  for  placement  in  competitive  employment; 

(2)  utilization  of  work  for  rehabilitation  purposes  other  than  employment; 

(3)  provision  of  extended  remunerative  employment  in  the  workshop.

aptitudes  to  determine  the  need  for  specific  rehabilitation 
services . 
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
